Thomas G, Barker Must 
Fight on Other Grounds. 


MUCH TESTIMONY RULED OUT 


JUDGE BLAIR WILL NOT ADMIT 
MRS. BARKER’S STORY. 


State Closed Its Case With Rev. Kel- 
ler on the Stand and the Defense 
Will Now Do the Best It Can 
—Statement by Barker.

JERSEY CITY. N. J., June 19.—Under the 
decision of Judge Blair, who is presiding in 
the trial of Thomas G. Barker for assault- 
ing Rev: John Keller with intent to kill, 
the prisoner will not be acquitted under 
the “unwritten law,’’ which permits a hus- 
band to kill the man who has sullied the 
honor of his home. 

If Barker is acquitted it will be upon 
some other ground, for the court has ruled 
that the testimony showing the condition 
of Barker’s mind and telling the story he 
heard from his wife shall be barred. 

The state closed its case yesterday, and 
today Attorney Wall for the defense fin- 
ish outlining his case. He said: 

“Some time in January a friend of Bar- 
ker, named Thompson, told Barker he 
thought he had better talk to his wife 
about her relations with Mr. Keller,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Wall. “Thompson said he 
thought it was Barker’s duty to obtain 
from his wife a certain story. He himseif 
refused to give the particulars. He said he 
had the highest confidence in Mrs. Barker 
and that he thought Keller had done 
wrong. 

“We shall prove that the effect on RBar- 
ker’s mind when -suddenly confronted with 
this allegation was terrific. He went to his 
wife and begged her to tell him the truth. 
She replied, ‘If Thom n told you that 
much he had better tell you the rest.’ Bar- 
ker kept turning over and over the matter 
in his mind, weakening his will and under- 
standing. At ~— he was sleepless and he 
would awaken his wife and beg her to teil 
him the rest. She still kept back her secret. 
She refused to tell him for some time and it 
was only through his persistent, pitiful

was that in April, 1899, Keller came to her 
house. When he entered. she behaved coild- 
ly toward him.

Attorney Erwin for the state interrupted 
the speaker at this point and asked the 
court to rule upon the competency of the 
proposed evidence. 

The court refused to allow Mr. Wall to 
proceed further along this line. 

Attorney Wall attempted to show that as 
motive and malice aforethought must be 
shown to prove murder, so must a motive 
be shown to indicate when homicide is 
justifiable. 

The Rev. Mr. Keller is also in an unen- 
viable predicament. If Mrs. Barker's story 
is not allowed to enter the case, how is 
Keller to vindicate himself and prove to 
his friends and the world that his denial 
of Mrs. Barker's allegations is true? 

Another attempt was made later in the 
morning to introduce the desired testi- 
mony, and again the prosecution blocked 
the defense in its efforts to bring out the 
story of the motive that moved the pris- 
oner when he attempted the life of his 
former friend. Barker was called to the 
witness stand on the opening of court to 
complete his testimony under cross-exami- 
nation, and in reply to questions of his 
counsel he began to describe his move- 
ments on Feb. 3, the morning of the shoot- 
ing. He said he left home to buy a news- 
paper. As he neared the corner of Beacn 
street and Midland avenue, he sald, he met 
Mr. Keller on Beach street, about 40 Yeet 
from the corner. Keller stopped and said, 
“Good morning, Mr. Barker.”’ 

Here the witness straightened up tn his 
chair and continued: 

“TI replied to Keller and said: ‘You —— 
villain, you outraged my wive,’ and I

The court ruled not to allow further testi- 
mony on this — and then Barker started 
to tell what happened after the shooting. 
He said he jumped on a car and went to 
the town hall at Kearney, where he sur- 
rendered himself. 

Barker stated that he went alone to the 
town hall, which was in contradiction of 
testimony for the state that he was accom- 
panied by a Mr. Fruckley, a neighbor. 

The witness started to tell what a sleep- 
less night he had spent before the shooting 
and about his nervous and excited condi- 
tion. He wes promptly stopped by the pros- 
ecutor and the objection was sustained. 

Barker's testimony regarding the pass- 
ing of words with Keller before the shoot- 
Ing contradicts the statements of the lat- 
ter yesterday when on the Witness stand. 

Barker, continuing his testimony, under 
examination by his counsel, contrived to 
make several allusions to the wrong Kel- 
ler is alleged to have committe. In sevy- 
eral instances objections by the prosecutin 
attorney were sustained.

My wife told 
me that he had posed as a preacher out of 
a job who was willing to turn his hand to 
anything to support himself.’’ ; 

“Why did you engage a burglar to fill a 
position of trust? That is what I cannot 

nderstand. I fail to appreciate your mo- 
t Mad in taking such a risk,’’ remarked the 
court, 

“I kept him out of charity, your honor. 
I do not belleve in turning against a man 
just because he has served a term in 
state’s prison. 

“This man came to my wife during my 
absence and related a plausable_ story 
about, his being a preacher. He exhibited a 
Bible to adi color to the story. That. gave 
mé the clew to per - eonticy when 1 re 
turned home to the house. That was last 
November. 

“IT made him acknowledge before Mrs. 
Vogelsang that he was a former convict, 
whose picture had been taken many times 
for the rogues’ gallery. Then 1} tolfi him 
that I was willing to give him a chance to 
reform. We kept him for two months. He 


I have 
since learned that every time he went on 
the street he was recognized by the police 
and locked up, and that, while he was os- 
tensibly in my service, Police Judge Sidener 
had sent him to the workhouse. 

“T visited the various police stations and 
told the captains that I was willing to be 
responsible for him as long as he continued 
in my employ. 

“Finally he acted as though he was run- 
ning the house and became insolent to Mrs. 
Vogelgang. I corrected him and he applied 
abuse to me and threatened that if I com- 
lained of him he would kill me. I thought

DR. STARKLOFF - RECOMMENDS 


CUTTING OFF APPROPRIATION. 


SAYS THE OFFICE IS USELESS 


Under Presént System the Inspector 
Cannot Enforce the Law. 


Health Commissioner Starkloff has rec- 
ommended to the joint ways and means 
committee of the Municipal Assembly,

“I would suggest,”’ said Dr. Starkloff, 
“that the milk inspector’s office be omitted 
from the list of items in the appropriation 
bill. There is no other branch of the de- 
partment which could be cut off with so lit- 
tle loss to the public interest.’’ 

Dr. Starkloff explained to the Post-Dis- 
patch Wednesday his remarks before the 
committee by saying that the laws gov- 
erning the milk inspector's office are so de- 
fective as to make it impossible for the 
a ape to secure practical results. 

“I certainly believe that the city should 
have a system of milk inspection,” said

LIGHT BILLS ARE NOT PAID 


Companies May Suspend Their Service 
Any Time as Result of the 
City’s Delinquency. 

The failure of the city to pay since April 
1 its monthly bills for street lighting has 
given the companies holding the lighting 
contracts the right to turn off the lights 
and leave the streets in darkness at any 


time. 

Lighting Supervisor A. J. O'Reilly says 
the delay in the passage of the appropria- 
tion bill has left the companies free to dis- 
continue their service at will and without 
notice. 

But he does not seem to fear that this 
will be done, and says that not so much as 
an inquiry has yet come from the Seck- 
ner and Welsbach companies regarding 
the non-payment of their monthly bills. 

‘The greatest practical disadvantage at 
present,’’ said the supervisor, ‘“‘is that we 
cannot be as strict in holding the com- 
panies to their contracts as would be the 
case if the regular pay were received. As 
they can shut off the service at any time 
ing wish, ft follows that we cannot be 
0O severe in assessing penalties against 
them for plies delinquencies. If we were 
strict with @e company they might take 
@ notion to cut off the service, as they 
have a perfect right to do at any time 
under the terms of the contract.’’

THE DIFFUSION OF WEALTH. 


New York and Boston Lead and St. 


Louis Stands Eighth in List. 
Special to the Post-Dispstch. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—There is no 
way in which the diffusion of wealth 
among the inhabitants of American cities 
may be gauged with absolute precision. 
But the relation which personal property 
of one city bears to that of another fur- 


nishes a fair ese o the wealth of each. 
By this standard New York ranks first 
among American cities, but not far in ad- 
vance of the city of Boston, one of the oild- 
est and most opulent of American munici- 
palities, and one in which personal prop- 
erty bears the relation of one to four of 
real estate value. In New York it is only 
one to six. 

aye ye bony 3 New York and Boston, which 
are at the head of the list of richest Ameri- 
can cities, comes San Francisco, with $120,- 
000,000 of taxed personal property, a con- 
dition of affluence due to the vast prop- 
oesy which has come from the Pacific coast 
mines. j 

Following San Francisco is Baltimore, 
one of the most substantial municipalities 
of the United States, with a larger amount 
of personal property taxed than San Fran- 
cisco, but with a much larger population 
as well. 

Following Baltimore comes Chicago and 
then Detroit, St. Louis, Providence, one 
of the wealthiest of minor American cities, 
New Orleans and Indianapolis. 


WATER HAS RUINED PAVEMENT. 


It Is Supposed to Flow From a Broken 
Water Main. 

The condition of Washington avenue, 
between Theresa and Grand avenues, is 
being investigated by the street and water 
departments. 

For several weeks the block, which is 
paved with asphalt, has been covered with 
moisture, which has rendered _ sprinkling 
superfluous. 

‘ater has spouted up through cracks in 
the street as if springs had suddenly been 
unloosed by nature in the ground beneath. 

The constant bath to which the pavement 
has been subjected has had an unfavorable 
effect on it, and new cracks have appeared 
from day to day. 

Street Commissioner Varrelmann believes 
that a bursted water pie under the street 
is the cause of the trouble, and has asked 
the water department to look after the con- 
dition of its mains in that neighborhood. 

‘*The street was paved with asphalt under 
private contract,"" said Mr. arrelmann, 
‘and the Board of Public Improvements 
never approved the work. Now the con- 
crete foundation is all rotted away, and the 
asphalt surface is almost ruined by tiie 
moisture. The only way to save the street 
will be to tear it up and stop the leak in 
the water pipes at once."’

DUTY ON JTALIAN SUGARS 


IF THIS IS IMPOSED IT IS FEARED 
RETALIATION WILL ENSUE. 


Cur Trade With the Italians Now 
Amounts to &255,000,000 Per 
Annum end Will Be Seri- 
ously Affected. 


Special -o the Poat-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—Secretary Gage 
has taken action that threatens to plunge 
the United States into a tariff war with 
Italy similar to that now on between the 


United States and Russia. ; 

The order is that there be no liquidation 
in entries of sugar coming from Italy un- 
til treasury officials can ascertain to what 
extent, if any, bounty is paid to Itallan 
sugar growers. A countervailing duty will 
be ordered placed equai to whatever bounty 
is found to be paid. 

At most the amount of sugar that it is 
proposed to ship here from Italy will be 
exceedingly small, while the total exports 
of all kinds from the United States to 
Italy last year amounted to  $258,300,827, 
which vast volume of trade is now men- 
aced., 

The Russian government has already im- 
posed higher tariff rates con Americar bi- 
cycles and maximum rates on resin and 
galipot, the new rates to become opera- 
tive Friday. These increases are not in 
retaliation for the countervailing duty im- 
posed on Russian sugar (Russia had al- 
ready applied the maximum duties to 


ral implements for that), but because of the 
treasury order of March 9, applying tariff 
restrictions against Russian petroleum, as 
provided for in the Dingley law. As no 
Russian petroleum is imported into the 
United States, the Russian authorities con- 
sider the oo of March 9 inexcusable. 
Secretary Gage says he had no discre- 
tionary powers; that the Dingley law made 
his ation mandatory. Pressure is being 
brought to bear upon the administration by 
manufacturers of machinery and some oth- 
er industries to have the countervailing 
duty on sugar withdrawn in the hope that 
Russia will then recede from the policy of 
retaliation adopted, but it is unlikely that 
any steps of this kind will be adopted un- 
til the cases involving the duty on sugar 
have been decided in the Supreme Court. 


REALTY AGENTS PLEASED. 


The Decision Killing the Third Consti- 
tutional Amendment Is Indorsed. 
The decision of the state supreme court 
declaring unconstitutional the third con- 
stitutional amendment adopted at the gen- 
eral election last fall was received by the 


real estate agents of St. Louis with great 
satisfaction. 
Mr. C. H. McMillan, 


secretary of the 
Mercantile Trust Co., said that his com- 
pany was very much pleased; that’ the 
amendment intended primarily to protect 
the borrower from double taxation in 
fact defended no one; it had only added 
confusion to the business of making loans; 
and that the decision would simplify the 
business again and make it possible to 
place loans without trouble or delay. 


*“‘We like it very well. Men with funds will 
pegin lending on real estate again. And it 
will have the effect of helping sales.”’ 

Mr. 8S. J. Fisher had not read the report 
of the decision, but he concurred in the 
opinion expressed by E. H. Fisher of the 
Charles T. Vogel agency, who was at his 
side, that it was a great rellef to the real 
estate business. Mr. E. H. Fisher narrated 
instances of where loans, some of them 
of large amount, had failed of completion 
because neither the borrower nor the lend- 
er would concede necessary points to meet 
the new conditions. 

David P. Leahy, real estate officer of the 
Lincoln Trust Co., was equally emphatic 
in his judgment that the decision would 
bring a great relief to the real estate in- 
terests, and would increase the volume of 
the business, both in loans and sales. 

Several other agents expressed the same 
opinion, and not one had any criticism to 
make or a good word to say for the lost 
amendment.

NEW SMOKE BILL INTRODUCED. 


Delegate Sweeney Hastens to Take Ad- 
vantage of State Law. 

The Sweeney smoke abatement ordinance, 
passed by the House of Delegates several 
weeks ago, but invalidated by the face that 
a new state smoke law had not then gone 
into effect, was introduced into the House 
Tuesday night by its author, the member 
from the Third ward. 

As the state law, permitting the city to 
legislate on the smoke question, went into 
effect June 16, Mr. Sweeney's ordinance was 
introduced at the earliest possible time. 
The new ordinance provides. as does the 
state law, that it shall be a sufficient de- 
fense for anv violator of the ordinance to 
show that no device exists by which his 
smoke could be abated.

‘MORTGAGE TAX INVALID 


Missouri Supreme Court Decides Third 
Amendment Opposed to Fed- 
eral Constitution. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 19.—As 
telegraphed for late editions of vesterday’s 
Post-Dispatch, the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri in banc has decided the third or 
mortgage tax amendment voted on at the 
last election to be contrary to the provis- 


ions of the federal constitution. 

The decision was made in the cases of 
Russell vs. Croy and Holmes vs. Croy, ap- 
pealed from Buchanan County and decided 
in a single opinion by Judge Valliant. 

This most important contention was that 
the publication of the amendments was in- 
sufficient, but the court did not cencur in 
the view of appellants in that respect, and 
as the decision now stands it has no bear- 
ing upon the validity of the other amend- 
ments. The court do not unanimously 
agree upon any point in Judge Valliant’s 
opinion, but.a majority of them reach the 
conclusion that the third amendment is in- 
valid because in conflict with the four- 
teenth amendment to the constitution of 
the United States. This was the decisive 
point in the case, and the judges who con- 
curred with Judge Valliant were Robinson, 
Brace and Gantt; Burgess, C. J., Sherwood 
and Marshall dissenting. The amendment 
is held to be illegal and unjust because of 
ithe classification it makes for the purposes 
of taxation.

The Post-Dispatch’s popular crusade for a clean New St. 
Lotgs is expanding and gathering force. 

The Cabanne Club was the first organization to take up 
the work. The North St. Louis Citizens’ Association and the 
Southwestern Mercantile Association promise to fall in line. 
President Crone of the former and President Dieterle of the 
latter told the Post-Dispatch Tuesday that they heartily in- 
dorsed the movement and would introduce resolutions in 
their respective organizations providing for active co-opera- 
tion with the municipal authorities. 

Thus the work of cleaning up the city will soon be started 
by influential organizations in the west, north and south. 

There will be a friendly rivalry between these sections for 
the first place in municipal cleanliness. 

Why do not the central business organizations take up the 
work? The merchants and manufacturers must co-operate 
in order to secure a thorough municipal cleaning and to keep 
the city clean.. The standard of cleanliness must be fixed 
by the people and the authorities held up to the standard. 

When the people of St. Louis make up their minds that 
St. Louis shall be clean in streets, alleys, sidewalks, atmos- 
phere and water supply and act accordingly, municipal 
cleanliness will be assured.

LIGHT AND TASTY SUMMER DISHES. 


ASPARAGUS IN AMBUSH:—The green 
tops of two bunches of asparagus, eight 
stale biscuits, two cups of milk, four eggs, 


a tablespoonful of butter rolled in flour, 
salt and pepper to taste. Take out the 
crumbs from the rolls when you have cut 
off the tops to serve as covers and set them 
open in the oven to become crisp, laying 
the tops by them. Heat the milk, pour it 
upon the beaten eggs, stir over the fire un- 
til they begin to thicken, when add the 
butter and flour, a small quantity at a 
time; lastly, put in the asparagus, boil ten- 
der and chop fine,-+fill the rolls with this 
pistes, put on the tops°and serve very 
ot. 

CHEESE SOUFFLE.—Chop _ sufficient 
cheese to make half a pint. Moisten three 
tablespoonfuls of flour in half a cupful of 
cold milk; stir it into half a pint of hot 
milk; cook until thick; add the cheese; 
stir until cheese is melted; add the 
yolks of four eggs. Take from the fire, and 
add half a teaspoonful of salt, a dash of 
pepper, and then stir in carefully tho 
soulicaéhen whites. Turn this into a bakin 
dish, and bake in a moderate oven for fif- 
teen or twenty minues. Serve immediately. 


GERMAN SPONGE CAKE.—Stir_ the 
yolks of eight eggs and one pound of pul- 
verized sugar, continuously in one way for 
30 minutes; add the well-beaten whites and 
stir 15 minutes tonger. Add one-half cup 
of flour, four taereeteter of corn starch, 
the juice and grated rind of one lemon. 
Bake in a moderate oven. 

COFFE WHIP.—To be served in glasses. 
Place two tablespoonfuls of unground coffee 
in a pan and brown it, if already roasted 
heat until very hot, stirring all the time; 
turn at once into one pint of rich, cold 
cream with two tablespoonfuls of fine su- 
gar and stir a minute. Let it become very 
cold, remove the coffee and whip to a stiff 
froth. 


ORANGE FLOAT.—Boll one quart of wa- 
ter with the juice and pulp of two 


spoonfuls of cornstarch in one teacupful of 
cold water, stir into the boiling syrup and 
stir all the time for five minutes; whe 
cold pour over six sliced oranges and ad 
the beaten whites of two eggs, flavored 
with a half teaspoonful of vanila and 
sweetened with a tablespoonful of sugar. 

COCOANUT CREAM.—Put one pint of 
milk in a double boiler with one and a half 
cups of sugar and stir and cook for 10 
minutes. Add grated rind of half a lemon, 
the lemon juice and one cup of cocoanut. 
Set away to cool. When cold add one 
quart of cream and freeze in the usual 
manner. The pulp of three bananas may 
be added with the cocoanut and cream 
and makes a delicious combination. 

DANDELION WINE.—Steep the dande- 
lion flowers in boiling water for five min- 
utes, then strain off the liquid, pressing the 
flowers hard. Sweeten to taste and 
brandy in the oe of a pint to every 
four gallons. Put in uncork bottles and 
heep in a cool place until fermentation 
ceases. Draw off and rebottle.—Marion Har- 
land in Chicago Daily News. 

RHUBARB WINE.—Boil the rhubarb 
soft, in enough water to cover it, and 
squeeze out all the juice. To a pint of this 
add a pint of water and sweeten to taste. 
Jf you wish to keep it add a gill of brandy 
to each quart of the wine. Put in uncorked 
bottles until it ceases to ferment, then cork 
and seal.—Marion Harland in Chicago Dally 
News. 

CUCUMBER JELLY.—Peel a number of 
ripe cucumbers, grate them (or pass 
through a food chopper) and press out the 
juice (reserving the pulp for some other 
dish), Season one pint of the juice with 
salt and cayenne, add three tablespoonfuls 
of ye yt vinegar and slightly deepen the 
tint with leaf green color paste. Soak one- 
third of a box of gelatine in cold water. 
When soft. dissolve over hot water, add to 
the prepared cucumber juice; mix and pour 


into wetted molds. When firm, turn out on 
lettuce leaves and garnish with dots of 


lemons; when boiling add one and one-half | mayonnaise, serving the dressing separate-

Him Innocent, 


HIS RELEASE CELEBRATED 


AT HIS HOME 2000 NEIGHBORS 
MET AND ESCORTED HIM. 


The Accused Dentist, Released but Not 
Vindicated, the Center of a Joy- 
ous Demonstration. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 19.—Dr. Samuel J. 
Kennedy, thrice tried for the murder of 


Dolly Reynolds, was given a royal recep- 
tion at his home on Staten Island last 
night. He had been released on $10,000 
bond. The city had paid $100,000 to convict 
him and had failed. 

Kennedy is far from being a vindicated 
man, but he is a most happy one. When 
his bond was accepted he“*half ran into the 


street. There a great crowd awaited him, 
cheering at his heels for. three blocks 
until he disappeared in the lawyer's of- 
fice. All the way to Staten Island Kenne- 
dy’s progress was marked by an ave ton. 
At ew Dorp the climax was reached 

when apparently the whole village gati: 
— on the station platform and cheered 


It was a remarkable scene. The train 
waited while the reception was given to 
the dentist. Women threw their arms about 
his neck and kissed him, and he was és- 
corted to his home by the cheering throng. 
The Kennedy house was decked with flow- 
ers, and scores gathered, completely over- 
running the parlors and the lawn. Wine 
was served, and there was a jubilee of 
Kennedy's friends and neighbors. The 
central figures were the little dentist with 
his 4-year-old son Clarence on his knee and 
his faithful wife by his side. Looking on 
silently were his father and mother, un- 
able to speak. 

Last night in the town hotel a banquet 
was given in Kennedy's honor, and the lit- 
tle village blazed with fireworks, 

No day in all the three years that he has 
heen in prison was so eventful as yesterday 
for Kennedy. As he left the Tombs the 
great gray building rang with the cheers 
of his fellow prisoners. 

All through three long trials for murder, 
and throuh the months spent in the death 
house at Sing Sing, he showed wonderful 
composure, but in the last few hours he 
almost gave way. At every sound he 
jumped. He apoligized to mis keepers, say- 
ing that he was afyaid there might be 
—— hitch whica would prevent his re- 

He was in this nervous state when ‘the 
loud voice of Warden Hagan was heard 
shouting: 

“Kennedy, Kennedy, come quickly.’ 

Kennedy sprang to his feet 5 5 
The prisoners caught sight of him, mat 
in hand, his overcoat on his arm. He 
nodded goodby, and with quick steps, hur- 
ried across the Bridge of Sighs. His face 
was flushed, and he was smiling when the 
bond was ready. Through the blocked 
hallways Kennedy and his escorts made 
a fiying rush for Judge Coming ‘'s court 
room. The judge glanced at it, signed his 
name, then without looking up, sald: 
“Discharged.” 

There was a wild scramble for the door 
and the crowd went tumbling down the 
marble stairways, shouting. 

Kennedy emerged into the une? t riglit 
underneath the Bridge of Sighs e crowd 
set up a yell. Before the procession reached 
+, way over 600 were following , Ken- 

y. Lawyer Moore took Kennedy to 
his office. There Mrs. Kennedy was wait- 
ing. with John P. Purcell, Kennedy's-friend, 
and many others. 

His wife rushed toward the liberated den- 
ust and threw her arms* about his neck. 

ears were in the eyes of both. It was 
Mrs. Kennedy who first spoke:. “How do 
you feel?’ she asked. 

“T haven’t begun to feel yet,”’ Kennedy 
said, laughing. ‘It’s all so entirely new to 
me. This is a new experience.”’ 

When the train stopped at New Dorp 
Kennedy and his wife were the first to step 
off. A shout went up as someone handed to 
him his 4-year-old son. Kennedy took the 


child in his arms ‘and made his wav coy: be 
the cheering crowd to his home. There t 
old, gray-bearded father met him and si- 


lently wrung his hand. 

Last night more than 300 people of New 
Dorp went to the Kennedy home and es- 
corted the dentist to the neighboring hotel, 
where a spread had been laid. The streets 
were decorated with Chinese lanterns. On 
his way to the hotel with his wife Kennedy 
was cheered by over 2000 people. Only his 
close friends attended the dinner. Dr. Ken- 
nedy made a short speech, thanking his 
friends; Mrs. Kennedy bowed her Thanks.

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LONDON, June 19.—At 11:25 last night 
Hazen 8S. Pingree, former mayor of De- 
troit and governor of Michigan, died here, 
his son being the only person present at 
the time. The cause of death was cancer 
of the stomach. The body will be em- 
balmed and sent to the United States for 


burial. 

Gov. Pingree, who was noted for his pithy 
sayings and his peculiar ideas. on reform 
for municipalities and states, was born 
in Denmark, Me., in 1840. He was a mem- 
ber of the First Massachusetts Artillery in 
the civil war and settled in Detroit at the 
end of the war in the shoe manufacturing 
business. Later he entered politics. 

Speaking of the death of Gov. Pingree, 
W. T. Stead, the London editor, says: 

‘The career of one of the most notabie 
of modern Americans is closed, a man who 
for strength of character, firmness of pur- 
pone, indcmitable energy and immense pub- 
ic spirit presents an example to two 
worlds. 

“Pingree had an extremely interesting 
experience in his brief visit to South 
Africa. He went out armed with recom- 
mendations from Chamberlain which en- 
abled him to pass everywhere freely 
through the English lines. When he left 
London he was fed with all the calumnies 
on the Boers which have been reported to 
palllate the attempted extermination of 
the republics. But the moment he got to 
South Africa the scales began to fall from 
his eyes. 

‘Recommendations from the colonial of- 
fice enabled him to penetrate regions her- 
metically sealed to the ordinary civilian. 
Accompanied only by his secretary, he pen- 
atented tate the heart of the seat of war 
and soon had an 
the acquaintance o 
hands. 

“Extraordinary though it may be, he 
was able to lunch in the British camp in 
the morning and dine with the Boer comr 
mando in the evening. He found to his as- 
tonishment that the Boers were by no 
means so black as they had been painted. 
They were by no means devoid of human 
intelligence, they dressed and washed like 
civilized beings, welcomed with generous 
hospitality the traveling American, who 
found them far from extremists. 

“The commandoes he visited were well 
clothed and well armed, every man pos- 
sessing at least two horses, with a good 
reserve of ammunition. They are safe- 
guarding it no doubt, but they still’ have 
stores of Mauser cartridges to fall back 
upon, but for the present they are doing all 
their fighting wit Lee-Metfords and cart- 
ridges which they supply themselves with 
from the British stores. 

‘It was impossible that such a man as 
Pingree could fail to be deeply touched 
by the ee of these heroic burghers 
maintain their struggle against over- 
whelming dds for liberty and indepen: 
dence of their country. He found no diffi- 
‘culty whatever in traversing the hostile 
lines; he drove in a Cape cart, with his 
secretary and son riding bic cles as an es- 
cort. It was somewhat perilous for them, 
for the Boers have the disagreeable. al- 
thongh natural, habit of shooting all bi- 
cycle riders on sight, for with them cy- 
clists and British dispatch riders are sy- 
nonomous terms. 

“They came back unscathed. It is much 
to be regretted that in the interests of 
truth and justice so keen an observer 
should not have been spared to return to 
his own country to describe the Boers as 
he found them in their struggle. which 
must have recalled at every turn the stir- 
ring episodes in the war of independence.” 
e North German Lloyd steamer Koe- 
ningin Luise, which sails from Bremen 
June 22. via Southampton. June 89, for New 
York. will take the bodv of former Gov. 
Hazen S. Pingree to the United States.
